REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Department  of  Finance. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  covering 
the  transactions  of  the  California  State  Library  for  the  seventy-second 
and  seventy-third  fiscal  years,  ending  June  30,  1922. 

THE  LIBRARY  FUND 

It  has  been  customary  to  give  early  consideration  in  these  reports  to 
the  subject  of  finances ;  for  it  ought  to  be  evident  that  no  great  progress 
may  be  expected  in  this  service  until  the  maintenance  fund  shall  permit 
of  the  payment  of  adequate  salaries  and  the  purchase  of  all  the  books 
needed.  At  most  the  per  capita  expense  of  maintaining  a  state  library 
is,  in  comparison  with  the  results  obtainable,  trifling. 

The  budget  presented  two  years  ago  had  been  reduced  to  a  very  low 
margin.  Consequently,  the  Budget  Board  approved  the  estimate  with 
only  a  small  reduction  in  the  item  of  rent.  The  figure  of  $305,900 
submitted  to  the  legislature  was  approved  seemingly  without  question. 
An  increase  of  $55,900  for  the  biennial  period  promised  to  be  sufficient 
to  permit  of  certain  necessary  increases  in  the  salary  roll  and  for  the 
purchase  of  needed  books  and  other  materials.  The  unexpected  may 
always  be  counted  on  to  happen ;  and  it  does.  To  begin  with,  fiscal 
conditions  have  been  such  as  to  convince  your  Board  of  the  necessity 
of  reserving  a  portion  of  our  appropriation :  this  amount  totals  $10,000 
for  the  two  years.  Our  increase,  therefore,  was  only  $45,900.  At 
the  midstation  in  this  period,  therefore,  we  find  ourselves  quite  as 
urgently  in  need  of  funds  as  we  were  two  years  ago.  Aside  from 
accident,  the  natural  and  logical  growth  of  the  service  is  such  as  to 
require  a  sum  far  in  excess  of  the  increase  allowed  by  the  last  legisla- 
ture. We  hold  it  an  easily  provable  fact  that  money  expended  by  the 
State  Library  for  books  means  a  saving  to  the  state  and  its  several 
units,  city  and  county,  of  several  times  the  original  sum.  What  the 
libraries  of  the  state  are  doing  for  the  educational  advancement  of  its 
citizens  is  something  unique  in  the  history  of  library  systems;  and  in 
that  plan  the  State  Library  has  an  indispensable  part. 

During  the  coming  fiscal  year  it  will  be  impossible  to  follow  up 
adequately  the  growth  which  has  been  made.  Books  must  be  purchased 
in  small  quantity  when  the  needs  are  vastly  ureater.  Salaries  of 
assistants,  which  after  careful  investigation  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission were  arranged  with  minimum  and  maximum  limits,  may  not  be 
increased  even  slightly.  And  the  library,  the  compensation  of  which 
is  lower  than  that  of  comparable  professions,  will  not  advance  freely  as 
long  as  this  disparity  exists. 

QUARTERS 

When  the  state  capitol  building  was  remodeled  in  1907-8  the  library 
was  given  the  two  large  rooms  on  the  fourth  floor  directly  over  the 
senate  and  assembly  chambers.  Although  this  space  was  and  still 
remains  unsuited  for  stack  purposes,  necessity  required  that  it  so  be 
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used.  The  impossibility  of  expansion  in  other  parts  of  the  building 
resulted  in  our  packing  the  larger  part  of  the  accessions  into  these 
rooms.  The  growth  of  twelve  years  created  the  condition  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  report.  The  books,  closely  packed,  remained  practically 
inaccessible  in  the  basement  at  Eleventh  and  K  streets  until  June,  1922, 
when  they  were  again  removed,  because  of  our  inability  longer  to  secure 
the  lease,  to  a  fire  proof  warehouse.  Naturally,  they  may  not  be  con- 
sulted now ;  and  must  remain  in  this  condition,  to  the  decided  handicap 
of  our  service,  until  the  new  state  library  and  courts  building  is  finally 
completed. 

Aside  from  the  loss  of  the  use  of  this  material,  there  is  the  important 
fact  that  these  several  removals  and  the  rent  charges  have  used  up 
about  $2,456  of  our  fund,  a  sum  greater  than  the  rent  item  not  allowed 
by  the  Budget  Board  because  it  seemed  unnecessary. 

NEW  BUILDING 

While  it  may  now  be  recorded  that  ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
building  in  March,  1922,  no  definite  plans  have  yet  been  formulated 
for  moving.  Large  structures  grow  slowly;  large  public  structures 
grow  more  slowly.  It  is  idle  to  speculate  as  to  the  date  when  the 
building  may  be  ready  for  occupancy ;  the  more  serious  problem  is  how 
to  exist  and  grow  and  serve  in  present  quarters. 

STAFF 

Changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  have  continued  almost,  if  not 
quite,  as  numerous  as  they  were  during  the  period  immediately  follow- 
ing the  war.  There  is  perhaps  less  of  that  spirit  of  restlessness  which 
then  carried  assistants  from  the  monotony  of  a  fairly  good  position 
to  the  uncertainty  and  possible  romance  of  one  at  a  distance,  but  for 
reasons  altogether  sufficient  to  the  persons  interested  moving  about 
from  one  place  to  another  still  continues.  Such  a  condition  is,  however, 
no  cause  for  wonder;  library  service,  for  all  our  wishing  it  so,  has  not 
risen  to  a  professional  standard,  and  the  compensation  offered  therein, 
except  possibly  for  a  comparatively  few  of  the  more  important  posi- 
tions, is  not  overly  alluring  when  weighed  in  the  balance  with  the  recom- 
pense of  competing  occupations. 

It  is  now  rather  generally  conceded  that  while  some  librarians  are 
born,  the  principal  supply  is  made  ;  and  into  the  making  of  the  better 
quality  goes  a  considerable  period  of  time :  four  years  of  college  and  at 
least  a  fifth  year  of  special  training.  What  may  such  a  mature  young 
woman  expect  in  the  way  of  employment  and  compensation  when  she 
leaves  college?  The  California  Civil  Service  Commission  in  1921  com- 
piled, after  careful  study  and  investigation,  a  schedule  of  library 
service  which,  if  not  comparatively  liberal,  may  at  least  be  considered 
average.  Here  the  trained  assistant  wTith  a  background  of  four  years 
in  college  and  a  fifth  in  special  study  is  rated  at  a  beginning  salary  of 
$1,380  and  a  maximum  of  $1,800  a  year.  She  could  expect  the  last 
named  figure  only  after  a  minimum  service  of  three  and  one  half  years. 
Her  hours  would  be  from  nine  a.  m.  to  five  p.  in.  with  Saturday  half 
holidays ;  and  her  vacation  would  be  fifteen  working  days  a  year. 

Let  us  contrast  this  picture  with  the  one  wThich  might  be  if  our 
imaginary  young  woman  should  elect  the  growingly  attractive  peda- 
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gogical  profession.  Five  years  of  college  and  speeial  training  would 
give  her  a  certificate  to  teach  in  high  school.  Her  daily  hours  would 
certainly  not  number  so  many  as  the  librarian's.  She  would  have  all 
day  Saturday  off.  Her  summer  vacation  would  be  of  two  or  three 
months  duration,  when  if  she  so  elected  she  might  for  a  part  of  the 
time  do  further  barricading  against  the  attacks  of  the  wolf  at  the 
door.  And  her  salary  would  begin  where  her  library  classmate's  ends 
at  $1,800  and  range  up  to  $2,400  a  year.  And,  confidentially  speaking, 
her  matrimonial  opportunities  would  thereby  not  be  materially  less- 
ened. 

It  is  evident,  we  believe,  why  so  much  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
getting  together  a  satisfactorily  trained  staff,  and  also  why  it  is 
equally  hard  to  hold  it  together.  In  these  days  of  high  prices  with 
little  relief  in  sight,  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  a  distribution  of 
missionary  zeal  sufficiently  wide  to  keep  all  libraries  going  at  top  notch 
efficiency. 

A  large  part  of  the  trouble  experienced  in  library  management,  not 
alone  in  keeping  the  staff  intact  but  also  in  almost  every  other  phase 
of  the  service,  is  caused,  as  we  have  tried  elsewhere  to  express  it,  by 
the  way  the  library  usually  came  into  existence  and  the  method  fol- 
lowed in  furnishing  it  sustenance.  It  starts,  more  often  than  not,  out  of 
the  generosity  and  laudable  desire  of  a  group  of  public  spirited  women 
who  want  to  do  something  for  the  community,  aided  sometimes  by  a 
man  or  two  who  are  idealists  and  therefore  very  hopeful.  It  runs  along 
on  enthusiasm  and  sacrificing  service,  rather  than  depending  upon 
the  power  of  money.  It  succeeds  in  getting  a  gift  for  a  building;  and 
pays  its  staff  half  time  wages  for  full  time  service,  because  forsooth 
lliey  are  local  girls  who  live  at  home.  If  after  years  of  this  sort  of 
thing  it  is  difficult  to  secure  a  reasonable  maintenance  fund  through 
taxation,  no  one  should  greatly  wonder.  Than  in  the  case  of  the 
library,  never  was  more  convincing  evidence  presented  of  the  truth  of 
that  adage,  "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  The  givers  of 
books,  buildings,  service  have  no  doubt  felt  a  pleasurable  glow  of  pride 
and  satisfaction  in  their  accomplishment :  the  public  has  suffered  by 
receiving. 

We  here  in  California  find  joy  in  the  knowledge  that  our  state,  our 
cities  and  our  counties,  are  fast  growing  into  that  healthy  condition 
of  being  willing  to  pay  the  full  price  for  education,  and  for  library 
service,  not  even  excepting  library  buildings.  And  the  day  is  surely 
coming  when  the  person  serving  the  public  well  in  its  libraries  will  be 
paid,  not  opulently,  but  decently  and  fairly.

MISS  MARY  KATHERINE  RAY 

We  were  very  happy  on  November  I,  1920,  when  Miss  Kay  came  to 
u.s  frpm  Nebraska  and  took  up  her  duties  in  the  Law  Department. 
Her  years  of  experience,  her  eagerness  to  serve,  her  personal  charm 
and  adaptability  gave  us  reason  to  expect  great  satisfaction  in  having 
her  on  the  staff.  When  a  few  weeks  after  she  came  she  fell  ill,  we 
hoped  that  she  might  soon  be  able  to  return  to  her  place  among  us.  The 
long  weary  months  of  her  sickness  proved  the  character  of  her  woman- 
lion,!.  She  is  gone,  but  we  who  knew  her  think  of  her  with  great 
admiration.  She  who  was  so  keen  to  serve  and  so  capable  has  been 
cut  off  in  the  middle  of  a  useful  career. 


STAFF  MEETINGS 

Early  in  1921  monthly  staff  meetings  were  revived.  When  one  of 
our  number  has  been  away,  and  has  encountered  new  or  strange  ideas 
and  experiences  it  is  only  natural  that  the  rest  of  the  official  family 
should  want  to  know  the  details.  Staff  gatherings  develop  a  spirit  of 
friendliness  which  makes  the  work  of  every  day  easier  and  more 
harmonious.  We  have  found  them  altogether  worth  while;  a  fact 
never  in  doubt.  Housing  conditions  in  the  Capitol  are  so  restricted, 
however,  that  meetings  of  this  kind  are  made  doubly  difficult  of  realiza- 
tion. Despite  the  handicap  we  shall  endeavor  to  keep  up  the  practice 
with  the  knowledge  that  the  new  building  will  give  us  admirable  quar- 
ters for  all  library  purposes. 


BOARD  ABOLISHED 

The  legislative  session  of  1921  witnessed  an  attempt  to  modify  quite 
extensively  the  methods  of  doing  the  state's  business.  Many  boards 
and  commissions  had  been  created  during  the  last  decade  which  it  wras 
felt  would  more  adequately  serve  public  need  if  brought  into  larger 
group  or  department.  In  the  framing  of  this  plan  the  Board  of 
State  Library  Trustees  was  abolished  and  the  governing  Board  of 
the  Department  of  Finance  substituted  therefor. 

The  reasons  for  this  change  were  that  the  reorganization  effected 
in  state  government  in  recent  years  had  left  to  the  library  board  very 
little  to  do  other  than  the  appointment  of  the  librarian.  The  activities 
of  the  State  Budget  Board  had  dispensed  with  the  necessity  for  the 
library  board  to  exercise  itself  over  the  maintenance  fund.  The  State 
Purchasing  Department  had  assumed  responsibility  for  the  purchase 
of  all  materials  except  books  which  for  technical  reasons  were  left  to 
the  librarian  and  his  assistants.  The  Board  of  Control  had  more  and 
more  acted  as  a  pre-audit  body,  as  well  as  governor-general  of  state 
business.    Consequently,  the  library  boarcj  found  itself  meeting,  hear- 
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ing  the  librarian's  report  of  work  done,  and  approving  bills  which 
were  then  submitted  to  the  scrutiny  of  a  board  of  higher  power.  As  a 
result  of  this  change  of  old  methods  the  members  of  the  board  readily 
agreed  to  the  reorganization  plans ;  and  accordingly  were  legislated  out 
of  office. 

In  this  report,  however,  we  desire  to  record  the  fact  that  we  miss  the 
very  pleasant  personal  relationship  which  had  grown  up  with  the 
library  board.  The  members  no  longer  gather  at  the  library  each 
month,  but  we  are  firmly  convinced  that  if  their  aid  should  ever  be 
needed,  they  will  rally  to  the  cause  which  through  many  years  they 
served  so  freely.

MEETINGS  AND  PUBLICITY 

The  average  library  meeting  is  still  a  closed  circle.  It  is  important 
in  the  development  of  professional  friendships  which  reflect  themselves 
in  improved  service.  No  group  of  persons  interested  in  the  same  thing 
can  come  together  for  several  days  and  not  learn  facts  which  will  be 
mutually  profitable.  We  have  accordingly  felt  justified  in  sending 
several  members  of  the  staff  to  the  meetings  of  the  California  Library 
Association.  In  1921  the  conference  was  held  at  Lake  Tahoe,  with 
six  of  our  people  present ;  and  in  1922  at  Coronado  with  seven. 

In  1921  the  library  was  not  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association.  Arguments  of  economy  weighed  heavily 
with  high  state  authorities,  and  the  chain  of  consecutive  attendance 
was  broken.  Our  failure  to  go  east  in  1921  made  it  impossible  to 
fulfill  the  librarian's  engagement  to  read  a  paper  (which  was  never- 
theless written)  before  the  library  section  of  the  National  Education 
Association.  While  we  may  rail  at  the  American  Library  Association 
for  not  being  bigger,  better  and  more  effective,  we  do  feel  that  the 
profession  and  the  people  could  hope  little  for  improvement  if  all 
libraries  acted  as  we  were  obliged  to  in  1921.  The  Detroit  Conference 
in  1922  saw  the  State  Library  again  represented  in  the  person  of  the 
librarian  in  official  capacity,  and  by  Miss  Mumm,  Miss  Munson,  and 
Miss  Culver,  who  went  at  their  own  expense. 

We  believe  that  library  meetings  are  or  may  be  made  interesting  and 
worthwhile  to  the  average  citizen ;  but  we  are  not  convinced  that  said 
average  citizen  can  be  induced,  in  considerable  number,  to  attend.  The 
next  best,  or  possibly  the  better,  plan  is  for  the  librarian,  in  addition 
to  his  own  profesional  conferences,  to  take  part  in  the  activities  of  the 
community.  The  extent  to  which  the  State  Library  has  acted  upon  this 
principle  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  members  of  our  staff  have,  during 
this  biennium,  been  president  of  the  Rotary  Club,  president  of  the 
Business  Women's  Club,  president  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  treasurer 
of  the  Business  Girls'  Club.    We  are  sure  that  thereby  the  person 
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actively  engaged  has  contributed  something  to  community  welfare,  and 
at  the  same  time  has  been  able  to  bring  the  library  favorably  to  the 
attention  of  a  large  number  of  persons.  In  time  the  public  will  learn 
that  the  librarian  need  not  be  a  recluse,  a  short  sighted  groper  in  dim 
dusty  book  stacks  for  strange  and  useless  facts,  but  a  live  individual 
ready  and  able  to  contribute  his  part  toward  the  life  of  the  community 
and  even  to  help  the  other  fellow  . 

We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  representing  California  librarianship 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  Library  Association  at  Its 
meeting  in  Portland  in  September  1920.  The  union  of  the  library 
forces  on  this  coast  should  do  much  to  promote  our  work,  in  a  region  of 
the  country  unhampered  by  many  of  the  forms  and  traditions  to  be 
found  in  certain  older  states. 

As  no  library  has  ever  had  a  fund  which  could  be  considered  ade- 
quate, no  library  has  yet  been  able  to  work  the  publicity  vein  in  satis- 
factory manner.  Many  stories,  facts  and  fancies  which  come  to  the 
attention  of  our  craftsmen  could  very  advantageously  be  used  as  propa- 
ganda if  our  financial  limitations  did  not  preclude  the  employment  of 
publicists.  In  an  effort  to  assist  local  librarians  we  prepare,  from  time 
to  time,  news  letters  which  with  slight  changes  or  the  addition  of  a 
local  paragraph  may  make  them  of  interest  to  editors  throughout  the 
state.  Thereby  the  service  as  a  whole  is  more  constantly  kept  before  the 
people;  and  the  work  is  done  without  being  a  burden  to  the  librarian 
whose  hands  are  always  overloaded. 

Constantly,  of  course,  we  print  articles  in  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  designed  to  inform  professional  workers  of  the  conditions  of 
the  service  both  in  California  and  elsewhere,  and  through  them  to 
interest  the  laymen  in  the  possibilities  of  our  work  and  its  needs.  We 
are  frequently  called  upon  to  prepare  special  articles  for  periodicals 
upon  the  subject  of  library  work  in  California  or  upon  bookish  and 
literary  topics;  and  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  these  requests  have 
been  complied  with. 

Librarians  as  a  class  are  indebted  to  the  Sierra  Educational  News 
which  in  June,  1921,  devoted  its  pages  to  a  discussion  of  library  service. 

LIBRARY  INSTITUTES 

We  gave  up  our  library  school  in  June,  1920,  as  has  already  been 
recorded;  but  we  are  constantly  reminded  of  the  need  for  professional 
instruction.  It  will  be  many  years  before  even  a  majority  of  the  persons 
engaged  in  this  service  will  have  been  trained  in  a  technical  school. 
There  remains,  then,  the  large  group  of  those  who  need  some  assistance, 
if  they  are  to  advance.  Toward  this  end  we  gave  a  six  weeks  institute 
at  the  State  Library  beginning  November  8,  1920,  with  an  enrollment 
of  seven.  Naturally,  only  a  smattering  of  library  lore  may  be  imparted 
in  such  a  short  time;  but  as  the  instruction  was  confined  to  classifica- 
tion, cataloging,  and  reference,  we  are  sure  the  students  were  given 
some  knowledge  and  not  a  little  inspiration  for  better  things. 

We  also  cooperated  with  the  University  of  California  in  the  conduct 
of  the  summer  library  school  in  1921.  Miss  Mumm  was  in  charge  and 
was  assisted  by  Miss  Zulcma  Kostomlatsky  and  Miss  Margaret  Dennison. 
There  were  twenty-three  members  in  the  class. 
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An  attempt  has  been  made  to  supply  the  need  for  instruction  in 
library  subjects  by  offering  correspondence  courses.  They  have  not 
been  an  entire  success.  The  persons  taking  them  are  frequently  work- 
ing full  hours,  they  are  tired  when  the  day  is  ended ;  so  their  studying 
is  done  at  the  expense  of  much  effort,  and  prompt  return  of  lessons 
was  not  made. 

'49  WEEK 

When  Sacramento  decided  to  turn  her  clock  back  to  the  days  of  '49 
and  for  a  week  live  and  think  and  act  as  the  glorious  pioneers  were 
supposed  to  "look,"  information  concerning  every  subject  from  music 
to  costumes,  from  architecture  to  gambling  devices  was  immediately 
desired.  The  State  Library  took  on  a  new  aspect  in  the  eyes  of  some 
of  the  local  population.  It  may  be  recorded  that  not  only  did  the 
library  do  its  utmost  to  supply  answers  to  the  varied  and  voluminous 
queries  which  came  our  way,  but  also  that  the  members  of  the  staff 
entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  thing  and  dressed  the  part.  The  photo- 
graph showing  the  women  in  long  skirts  and  bonnets,  and  the  men  in 
frock  coats,  boots  and  whiskers  shall  be  for  all  time  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  the  staff  of  our  library  can  be  made  to  think  of  things  other  than 
book  worms,  catalog  cards  and  borrowers'  records. 

LAND-MARKING  EXPEDITION 

Immediately  preceding  the  '49  celebration  a  group  of  newspaper 
men,  historic  minded  citizens  and  lovers  of  our  great  early  day  litera- 
ture set  out  upon  what  was  appropriately  termed  a  land-marking 
expedition.  They  swung  up  through  the  Mother  Lode  country,  the 
towns  and  places  made  famous  by  the  characters  of  the  gold  rush  period, 
the  land  where  once  trod  Bret  Harte  and  Mark  Twain ;  and  they 
placed  here  and  there  a  marker  setting  forth  the  significance  of  that 
spot  in  our  history.  The  undertaking  was  particularly  timely :  those 
who  know  are  rapidly  passing  away,  and  the  younger  generation  thus 
had  its  eyes  turned  toward  things  and  events  in  our  past  which  ought 
to  be  remembered. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  expedition  was  inspired 
and  largely  directed  by  a  member  of  the  State  Library  staff,  Mr  H.  C. 
Peterson,  who  in  his  quest  for  historic  relics,  documents,  pictures  and 
facts  had  covered  much  of  the  region  traversed  on  foot.  Probably 
better  than  any  other  person  he  knows  how  fleeting  are  the  unwritten 
records  of  our  glorious  past  and  how  hard  it  is  to  dig  up  even  a  letter 
or  a  diary  which  will  throw  light  on  the  happenings  of  yesterday. 
It  has  been  his  "tragic"  experience  more  than  once  to  be  told  that  all 
the  old  papers  and  letters  which  the  older  generation  had  treasured 
had  been  taken  into  the  back  yard  the  week  before  his  arrival  and 
burned.  No  one,  therefore,  was  more  willing  than  Mr  Peterson  to 
toil  long  hours  in  order  that  a  record  might  be  made  of  the  spots  where 
history  was  made.  The  expedition,  during  which  one  hundred  places 
were  marked,  was  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Library  and  the 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West. 
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EMPLOYMENT  AGENCY 

One  of  the  greatest  handieaps  in  the  work  is  the  inability  to  get 
the  number  and  quality  of  assistants  needed.  We  have  already  touched 
upon  the  comparative  inadequacy  of  salaries.  Nevertheless,  the  charms 
of  California  and  the  rapid  progress  we  have  made  have  helped  us  in 
securing  workers,  often,  no  doubt,  at  the  expense  of  other  states 
which  have  trained  them  and  given  them  their  experience. 

Now,  it  can  not  be  denied  that  California  is  a  commonwealth  alto- 
gether fascinating;  the  privilege  of  living  here  ought  to  be  compensa- 
tion enough.  On  the  other  hand  we  not  infrequently  are  confronted 
by  the  problem  of  how  to  help  librarians  who  want  to  come  to  this  state, 
whose  personality  and  qualifications  are  known  to  us  only  by  letter, 
and  who,  nevertheless,  are  asking  a  sharp  increase  in  salary  over  that 
received  at  home,  where  they  are  of  course  well  known.  The  young 
woman  of  good  training  and  a  little  experience,  who  is  willing  to  come 
at  a  comparatively  reasonable  compensation  and  ready  to  demonstrate 
her  quality,  has  no  trouble  in  securing  a  position.  Frequently,  too, 
she  rises  in  the  work  in  a  manner  to  confirm  the  unafraid  in  their 
spirit  of  adventure.  Pioneering  days  may  be  over  but  the  nerve  and 
fibre  then  necessary  to  success  may  still  be  used  to  win  the  prize. 

Of  all  applicants  who  hope  to  be  placed  through  our  agency  the 
most  hopeless  are  those  who  write,  "I  want  a  position  in  Los  Angeles, 
or  around  the  San  Francisco  Bay."  To  such  we  can  hold  out  little 
hope.  It  is  not  unusual,  however,  for  an  assistant  who  takes  the  first 
available  position  to  work  into  just  the  place  she  wants. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  DEPARTMENT 

The  circulation  of  embossed  books  lias  increased  steadily  although 
not  as  greatly  as  in  the  previous  two  years.  Revised  Braille,  Grade  H, 
the  new  standard  type  for  this  country  has  become  very  generally 
used  and  the  department  can  scarcely  keep  up  with  the  demand  for 
books  in  this  type.  Books  are  no  longer  published  in  American  Braille 
and  Xew  York  point  and  most  of  the  readers  of  these  types  are  now 
using  Revised  Braille. 

The  group  of  women  in  Oakland,  who  have  put  into  Braille  and 
given  to  the  Library  so  many  books  in  the  past,  still  continue  their 
work.  So  far  they  have  copied  over  a  hundred  and  fifty  volumes. 
Their  embossed  pages  are  proof  read  by  blind  borrowers,  then  shellaced 
and  bound  at  the  Library.  They  also  continue  to  send  the  weekly 
pages  of  news  to  the  deaf  blind  borrowers.  Miss  Foley  is  conducting 
three  similar  classes  for  the  San  Francisco  Red  Cross,  teaching  seeing 
people  to  write  Braille. 

During  the  last  few  months  a  sight-saving  class  has  been  started  in 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  The  class  for  the  blind  in  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Schools  held  its  first  graduating  exercises  in  1921. 
Three  students  were  graduated,  all  of  whom  are  now  attending  high 
school.  The  California  School  for  the  Blind  was  established  in  1921,  the 
school  for  the  blind  being  separated  from  the  school  for  the  deaf  at 
that  time. 

The  social  gatherings  of  blind  borrowers  continue  to  be  held  monthly 
in  Los  Angeles.    In  San  Diego,  too,  the  blind  borrowers  meet  at  the 
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Public  Library  every  few  months  during  Miss  Morrison's  stay  there. 
Pasadena  borrowers  have  recently  begun  to  meet  regularly,  also. 

Our  oldest  borrower,  Mrs  Wood  of  San  Francisco,  died  recently. 
She  was  ninety-eight  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  learned  to 
read  Moon  type  at  the  age  of  ninety-four.  Early  in  the  year  Miss 
Foley  furnished  material  about  books  and  reading  for  the  blind  to  the 
American  Bible  Society.  A  picture  of  Miss  Foley  with  Mrs  Wood, 
reading,  appeared  on  the  cover  of  their  Bible  Society  Monthly. 

The  home  teachers  continue  helping  the  various  county  officers  about 
the  pensions  for  the  blind.  They  also  cooperate  with  the  Federal 
Board  on  cases  of  blinded  soldiers.  The  government  has  recently  put 
in  charge  of  all  cases  of  blindness,  speech  defects,  etc.,  here  in  the 
western  district,  a  blinded  soldier,  trained  at  Evergreen,  but  originally 
a  Californian  and  taught  to  read  Braille  by  the  library  home  teacher. 

Miss  Foley  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American  Associaion  of 
Workers  for  the  Blind  in  Vinton,  Iowa,  last  year,  reading  a  paper 
there  and  conducting  a  round  table.  This  year  she  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  in 
Austin,  Texas,  and  conducted  the  round  table  on  home  teaching  and 
libraries. 

Many  exhibits  of  books  and  appliances  for  the  blind  have  been 
furnished  libraries  for  various  county  fairs,  as  well  as  being  used  for  the 


State  Fair  and  the  annual  conference  of  Social  Workers.

CALIFORNIA  DEPARTMENT 

The  resources  of  the  Library  bearing  upon  the  history,  life,  art,  and 
literature  of  California  and  the  coast  are  becoming  better  known. 
Serious  students  now  come  and  stay  a  week  or  a  month ;  and  go  away 
not  because  they  have  exhausted  the  library's  offerings  in  their  field, 
with  the  determination  to  return  soon.  It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  be 
able  to  take  care  of  a  patron  so  completely  that  he  is  unable  to  use  the 
material  we  offer. 

The  newspaper  index  now  covers  the  entire  period  of  newspaper 
history  in  the  state,  beginning  with  the  year  1846  and  coming  down 
to  yesterday's  issues.  It  would  be  impossible  to  keep  house  without  it. 
Day  by  day  the  public  is  learning  that  a  thing  so  little  valued  as  a 
newspaper  will  in  a  few  months  become  almost  as  extinct  as  the  dodo 
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bird;  but  that  a  complete  indexed  file  opens  up  the  panoramic  view 
of  what  the  contemporary  world  thought  itself  to  be.  Of  course, 
time  distorts  most  of  the  pictures;  but  the  essential  facts  are  there  and 
are  usable — always  provided  that  an  index  is  at  hand.

CATALOG  DEPARTMENT 

Twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  ten  books  were  cataloged,  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  which  were  periodicals  and 
continuations.  Sixty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one  cards  were 
added  to  the  general  catalog.  Sixteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen  cards  were  added  to  the  official  catalog,  and  one  hundred  forty- 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-four  cards  were  received  and 
filed  in  the  union  catalog. 

Several  hundred  maps,  eanieragraphs  and  pamphlets  have  been 
cataloged  and  filed  and  one  thousand  book-plates  were  mounted  and 
listed. 

DOCUMENTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  has  received,  entered  and  filed  45,473  government 
publications,  and  has  distributed  to  libraries  25,199  California  state 
publications.  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  Bulletin  and  other 
lists  have  been  checked  regularly  and  documents  material  requested.

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  this  department  runs  along  without  happenings  of 
spectacular  aspect.  One  of  its  most  important  duties  is  to  scrutinize 
the  lists  of  law  publications  and  to  note  those  necessary  for  our  work. 
Each  biennium  we  find  that  the  legislature  throws  upon  us  demands  of 
great  variety  and  number  which  may  only  be  properly  answered  if  book 
purchases  have  been  made  during  preceding  months  with  due  care. 

A  card  record  of  the  Constitutional  amendments  proposed  since  1899 
has  now  been  completed.  With  the  growth  of  constitutional  propositions 
such  a  record  became  a  necessity.  According  to  custom  the  department 
prepared  a  summary  of  important  legislation  of  the  1921  session,  and  it 
was  published  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  for  July,  1921. 
A  summary  of  county  free  library  laws  in  all  states  was  made  and 
appeared  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  for  January,  1922. 

PERIODICALS  DEPARTMENT 

The  State  Library  receives,  in  its  Periodicals  Department,  180 
newspapers  and  nearly  900  magazines  currently.  The  magazines  cover 
all  phases  of  periodical  literature  and  are  bound  and  preserved  for 
reference  purposes.  Thirty  of  the  magazines  and  five  of  the  newspapers 
are  in  foreign  languages.  The  foreign  magazines  are  divided  as 
follows:  French  14,  German  8,  Spanish  6,  Swedish  2;  and  the  news- 
papers: Chinese  1,  Japanese  2,  Armenian  1,  German  1. 

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT 

36,284  author  requests  looked  up  in  all  sources. 
13,011  subject  requests  filled. 

1,053  letters  dictated. 
44,258  request  slips  stamped  and  marked. 
19,963  shipments  made. 
21,128  receipt  post  cards  typed. 
74,668  books  and  pictures  circulated. 

The  usual  service  has  been  given  in  supplying  debate  material  to 
schools,  pictures  and  material  for  club  papers  for  women's  clubs,  and 
miscellaneous  information.  The  requests  coming  in  are  evidence  of  the 
public's  interest  in  current  topics:  radio,  psycho-analysis,  one  act  plays 
for  amateur  production,  international  affairs  and  world  politics  of  the  . 
foreign  countries.  South  America  has  held  first  p]ace  in  public  interest 
for  some  time.  Books  on  petroleum  and  related  subjects  are  in  great 
demand.  Interior  decoration  and  house  planning  are  subjects  of  steady 
appeal,  so  much  so  that  it  seems  impossible  to  procure  enough  books 
along  these  lines. 

SUTRO  BRANCH 

The  Sutro  Branch  is  still  located  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Lane  Medi- 
cal Library  Building  at  Sacramento  and  Webster  streets,  but  will  be 
moved  to  the  State  Building  in  the  Civic  Center  as  soon  as  that  is 
completed — sometime  within  the  coming  biennium. 

Important  additions  to  the  Branch  include  the  Adolpli  Sutro  letters 
and  written  documents  covering  the  years  1853  to  1879,  deposited  by 
his  daughter,  Dr.  Emma  L.  Merritt,  some  material  belonging  to  the 
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Late  Mrs  E.  M.  North- Whitcomb  and  donated  by  her  daughter,  Mrs 
J.  J.  McDonald,  and  other  valuable  San  Francisco  historical  material, 
including  official  records,  l^ooks,  pamphlets,  serials  and  pictures. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-one  volumes  of  Sutro  newspapers  were 
bound  at  the  State  Library  and  returned  to  the  Sutro  Branch.  These 
papers  are  used  constantly  for  reference  and  are,  therefore,  a  most 
important  addition  to  the  Sutro  resources. 

A  gift  of  $250  was  received  in  May  1922  to  make  possible  a  continua- 
tion of  the  listing  and  classifying  of  the  old  Spanish  and  Latin  material. 
This  will  be  done  during  July  and  August. 

Total  books,  etc.,  in  Sutro  Branch  collection,  about  122,5*69  (includ- 
ing deposits).  Added  during  last  two  years  25,368.  Circulation  27.195 
(home  use  1693).  Volumes  borrowed  from  other  libraries  outside  San 
Francisco  for  use  of  San  Francisco  residents,  1017  (from  State  Library 
796). 

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES 

The  only  county  which  began  operations  during  the  period  of  this 
report  was  Orange.  In  a  newer  sense  a  solid  south  was  thereby  estab- 
lished; Orange  was  the  last  of  the  counties  in  southern  California  to 
join  the  circle. 

The  remaining  fifteen  counties  are  in  the  central  and  northern  sec- 
tions of  the  state.  The  group  making  up  the  mother  lode  country,  with 
the  exception  of  Tuolumne  and  Amador,  are  still  on  the  outside.  Much 
work  has  been  done  in  several  of  them,  however:  and  the  next  year  or 
two  should  see  them  convinced.  Placer,  Yuba  and  El  Dorado  have 
been  productive  of  many  inquiries,  on  the  part  of  their  residents,  as  to 
the  best  method  of  getting  a  library  established. 

Sonoma  and  Shasta  remain  in  the  condition  of  chronic  inactivity 
mentioned  two  years  ago.  Many  of  the  citizens  in  both  counties  want 
the  service  the  library  alone  can  give;  but  their  influence  with  boards 
of  supervisors  has  as  yet  availed  them  little. 

Practically  every  one  of  the  forty-two  counties  now  operating  is 
showing  rapid  and  healthy  growth.  Persons  in  influential  positions 
have  a  growing  interest  in  the  library;  and  can  s<>e  that  it  has  a  strong 
power  for  good.  Year  by  year  the  cooperation  between  school  and 
library  becomes  more  intelligent.  The  question  of  money  once  solved, 
the  book  will  become  a.  daily  help  in  the  lives  of  practically  the  whole 
population.  When  that  day  arrives,  the  state  will  find  thai  the  expendi- 
tures for  schools  will  be  conserved  :  the  library  will  be  the  follow-up  to 
the  school;  it  will  enable  the  individual  to  practice  out  of  school  the 
powers  developed  therein. 

The  library  organizer  has  gone  from  county  to  county  maintaining 
that  personal  touch  between  state  and  county  which  is  essential  to 
success.  She  has  visited  branches,  always  in  company  of  the  librarian 
and  generally  in  that  of  the  county  superintenent  of  schools.  She  has 
been  instrumental  in  converting  many  school  districts  to  the  use  of 
the  county  library  service.  The  position  requires  the  making  of  many 
trips  through  the  mountains  and  on  little  traveled  roads.  Despite 
these  hardships  the  organizer  has  faced  her  tasks  with  joy;  and  is 
deserving  of  special  mention  for  work  well  done.

BOARD  OF  LIBRARY  EXAMINERS 

Milton  J.  Fercuson,  State  Librarian,  Chairman. 

ROBERT  Rea,  Librarian,  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Secretary. 

Everett  R.  Perry,  Librarian.  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 

Sections  G  and  7  of  the  county  free  library  law  (Chap.  G8,  Cal.  Statutes,  1911) 
reads  as  follows  : 

Sec.  0.  A  commission  is  hereby  created,  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said 
board,  the  librarian  of  the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and 
the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a  hearing,  by  said  board.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his  appointment,  he 
has  received  from  the  board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for 
the  office.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resi- 
dent of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  state  of  California. 

NEW  RULING 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners,  held  at  Sacramento,  Decem- 
ber 22,  1020,  the  following  change  in  the  rulings  of  the  Board  was  adopted : 

That  on  and  after  that  date  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  will  give  only 
one  grade  of  certificate  which  shall  make  the  holder  thereof  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment to  any  county  free  librarianship  in  the  state  of  California. 
In  making  this  change  the  Board  gave  notice  that 

1.  Candidates  must  have  had  at  least  one  full  year's  experience  in  a  library 

of  reeongnized  standing  before  they  will  be  admitted  to  examination. 

2.  Candidates  must  attain  an  average  grade  of  at  least  75%  in  examinations 

to  be  granted  a  certificate. 

3.  The  subjects  on  which  markings  will  be  based  are  the  following: 

a.  General  Education.  Lti.rary  Experience 
h.  Library  Science  and  Technique 

c.  Library  Conditions  and  Laws  in  California,  and  in  General 
Personality  and  Fitness  ;  Executive  Ability 

Candidates  falling  below  a  75%  marking  in  personality  and  fitness  and 
executive  ability  may.  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  denied  a  certificate. 

Persons  who  have  heretofore  been  issued  first  or  second  grade  certificates, 
but  who  are  not  employed  as  librarians  of  a  county  free  library  will  be  required 
to  take  the  regular  examination  in  order  to  receive  the  new  certificates. 

Persons  who  have  heretofoi'e  been  issued  first  or  second  grade  certificates 
and  who  are  employed  as  librarians  of  county  free  libraries  may  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board  receive  the  new  certificates  without  being  required  to  take 
the  regular  examinations.  Holders  of  second  grade  certificates,  however,  will  be 
asked  to  appear  before  the  Board  before  the  new  certificates  will  be  issued. 
Later  notice  thereof  will  be  given.  But  the  Board  reserves  the  right  in  its 
judgment  to  require  such  persons  whose  certificates  are  about  to  expire  to 
take  the  regular  examinations. 

The  life  of  current  certificates  shall  not  be  affected  by  above  regulation. 

In  making  this  change,  the  Board  was  largely  influenced  by  the  fact  that  originally 
the  counties  were  (Traded  according  to  classification,  whereas  at  present  they  should 
be  graded  by  service.  As  this  would  be  difficult  to  do,  and  as  it  will  cause  more  and 
more  complications  to  try  to  adapt  the  grade  of  the  certificate  to  the  changing  classi- 
fication and  new  salaries,  it  was  thought  best  to  abolish  grades  of  certificates  and 
issue  only  one  kind,  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  teachers.  Other  considerations  entered 
into  the  proposition,  but  these  were  the  main  points. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Four  examinations  have  been  held  (July  1,  1920-June  30,  1022)  :  1.  Sacramento, 
December  22.  1020;  2.  Los  Angeles.  May  .'51.  1021.  and  Sacramento,  June  9,  1921; 

Sacramento,  Januarv  11.  1022;  4.  Sacramento,  May  10,  1922,  and  Los  Angeles, 
June  10,  1922. 

Forty-nine  candidates  took  the  examinations  and  forty-one  passed. 
The  Board  has  issued  232  certificates  in  all. 
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CERTIFICATE  HOLDERS. 

NOXE. — First-grade  certificates  are  valid 
for  use  throughout  the  state  ;  second  grade, 
in  counties  of  the  twenty-first  to  the  fifty- 
eighth  (except  twenty-fifth,  thirty -third, 
thirty-fifth  and  forty-second)  classes,  in- 
clusive ;  third-grade,  in  counties  of  the 
forty-ninth  to  the  fifty-eighth  classes, 
inclusive. 

The  new  certificate,  issued  for  the  first 
tfme,  December  22,  1920,  is  valid  for  use 
throughout  the  state.
